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A Note to the Reader 


The Central Institute of English and Foreign Languages, 
Hyderabad, has, at the instance of the Union Ministry of Education, 
prepared two senes of textbook matenals which would make for 
uniformity of standards in the teaching and learning of English in 
India. The first series is intended for a nine-year course, fiom 
Class III to Class XI, and is called the Special Series. The second 
is meant for a six-year course, fiom Class VI to Class XI, and is 
called the General Series. The first-year book in either series 
may, however, be introduced at whatever stage English is begun 
m a given school, taking into consideration the duration of the 
course, and not necessarily in Class III or Class VI. 

The materials for each class m either series comprise a Reader, 
a Teacher’s Guide and a Workbook; these are related and com¬ 
plementary to one another, and form the course for each year. 
For Classes IX to XI, there is no Workbook. 

The Reader provides reading matter which incorporates the 
language items taught orally by the teacher and is intended to re¬ 
inforce the learning of these items. The Teacher’s Guide gives 
detailed guidance for the teaching of the lessons in the Reader, 
The Workbook provides exercises for practice and consolidation 
of the language items taught. 

A conscious attempt has been made in these books to present 
and establish graded language items and to use appropriate con¬ 
tent as a means to this end. The emphasis in these materials 
is, therefore, on the teaching of language rather than content. 
The methodology is based on commonly accepted principles of 
language teaching and the language of these materials—in the 
reading passages, in the exercises, and in the teacher’s notes—has 
been carefully controlled The primary aim of the exercises m the 
Reader and the Workbook is to provide systematic practice of 
the teaching items (structural and lexical) introduced in the lesson 
and not to test the attainments of pupils, as is often the case with 
the exercises given in many pupil’s books Vocabulary, a usually 
neglected item, has been given as much attention as the structures. 
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Introduction 


I. This Teacher’s Guide is intended to help you in making 
effective use of the English Reader for Class X (English Reader V : 
General Series), 

Notes have been given for each of the twelve lessons of the 
Reader Study these notes carefully before you begin teaching 
a lesson Practically every step has been indicated in these notes . 
but you should regard these notes essentially as suggestions giving 
general guidance. You should feel free to adapt them or add to 
them 

The main emphasis should be on the teaching of language rather 
than on the subject-matter This means that the lessons should be 
used as occasions for giving the pupil practice in the use of new 
words and structures, and for the revision of structures taught 
earlier 

For the purpose of teaching, each lesson is divided into a 
number of sections—Section I, II, III, etc. Where each section 
begins and where it ends have been indicated in this Teacher’s 
Guide You may mark these sections in youi copy of the Reader 
In each section go through the steps suggested below 

II A Plan for Teaching 

Give a brief intioduction to the lesson as a whole, explaining 
the nature of the theme Use simple English or the mother tongue 
where necessary Comprehension is easier when the pupil has 
a general notion of the nature of the theme 01 subject-matter 
before he starts reading the lesson 

Now take up the sections one by one A model lesson plan 
for teaching each section is suggested below It should generally 
include the following steps preferably in the order suggested, 

1. Introducing the section, 

2 Presenting the new structural items, 

3, Presenting the new words. 
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4. Reading by the teacher. 

5 Silent reading by the pupils and questions to test compre¬ 
hension. 

6 Further study of the text. 

7. Exercises (oral and written) in the Reader. 

Here are some useful notes on each step. 

1. Introducing the Section 

Explain (or narrate) to the pupils the substance of the section 
to be studied using simple English. Make a conscious attempt 
to bring in as many of the new words in the section as you can 
Try to introduce the structural items too. 

2. Piesentmg the New Structural Items 

Spend a few minutes to revise the main structural items of the 
previous lesson, especially if they lead on to the items introduced 
in the new section The revision can be gone through with the 
help of questions and answers involving the use of the structures 
taught in the previous lessons 

Next take up the structures introduced in the section, one by 
one. (Some sections, and m some cases, some lessons, may not 
introduce any new structures, in which case you can proceed to the 
third step.) 

There are two steps in teaching the use of each new structure . 
(i) Presentation of the structure 
(n) Oral practice or drill in the use of the structure. 

At the presentation stage the pupils are exposed to seveial uses 
of the structure m meaningful contexts. At the practice or drill 
stage they get opportunities to practise the use of the structure 
itself, so that it gets established and integrated with the growing 
body of previously learned material. Present the structure through 
a known situation or build up a situation, within the pupil’s experi¬ 
ence, in which the structure can appropriately be used Notes 
have been suggested for the presentation of each of the structures, 
You may, however, decide fo devise alternative methods of presen- 
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tation Draw special attention to the illustrative sentences you 
give, by writing them on the blackboard. You may explain the 
meaning of these sentences in the mother tongue if you find it 
necessary, always keeping in mind that the use of the mother tongue 
is only for the purpose of establishing comprehension and that 
drill and practice have to be in English Do not translate the 
illustrative sentences that you may give word for word; only convey 
the sense of each sentence as a whole. After pupils get a feeling 
for the proper use of the structure, they should be asked to note 
down in their books a few meaningful sentences incorporating the 
structure, and memorize them. 

Whenever possible present a structure in a table assigning a 
column for each part of the sentence which has a grammatical 
function. This will help pupils to grasp the form of the structuie 
as well as the function of each part. 

After presenting the structure, provide the pupils with oppor¬ 
tunities to practise its use . Exercises have been provided for each 
structure for such practice Besides these and the ones that you 
yourself may think of, get the pupils to do the exercises given at 
the end of each lesson You can, however, postpone this until 
after the lesson is taught if you feel they aie too difficult at this 
stage. 

3. Presenting the New Words 

After the structures have been taught, proceed to the teaching 
of new words The words to be taught m each section have been 
listed for you. If you present new words one by one, in isolation, 
without relating them in any manner, you will find that the pupils 
are not interested and then teaching becomes dull and ineffective. 
To avoid this it is a good idea to repeat the substance of the section 
a second time using as many new words as possible and stopping 
now and then to write the new words on the blackboard. Here, 
the context in the lesson itself will often be sufficient to suggest 
the meaning of the word. 

Notes have been given for teaching the use of every new word. 
The word has been glossed whenever possible, i.e. its meaning 
or meanings have been given in simple English. With regard to 
a numbei of words, more than one meaning has been given, 
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structures and the new words. They are not intended to test the 
pupils at this stage . Do the exercises orally at first giving as many 
pupils as possible a chance to practise the answers, Then get the 
pupils to write the answers in their notebooks either in class or at 
home Correct the answers. 

The instructions for the exercises are not always written in 
a language that all the pupils will readily understand. So where 
necessary, the instructions should be explained in the mother 
tongue. To ensure that the pupils fully understand what they are 
expected to do with the exercises, you may do the first item in each 
exercise 

The Use of a dictionary 

Our aim is not only to teach English, but also to help pupils 
to learn the language for themselves. Encourage them to use 
a dictionary regularly. When they are given an exercise in inde¬ 
pendent reading they can consult a dictionary for the explanation 
of difficult words. Give them practice in picking out the right 
meaning out of the several that the dictionary may give to a word 

Poems 

The poems included in the Reader are primarily meant for 
appreciation and enjoyment. Pupils should learn to enjoy the 
sound of poetry in the first place and to respond understanding^ 
to the sentiments and the imaginative experiences embodied in it 
Language skills need not be made the conscious object of teaching 
these poems, though the pupils will learn a good deal incidentally 
through any language activity they enjoy. 

Before coming to the reading of a poem to the class, the teacher 
should make a list of the difficult words and expressions in it and 
teach as many of them as possible, so that when pupils come to 
read the poem they already know most of the words The essential 
notes for each poem have been given in the Reader. 

The next step is for the teacher to read the poem aloud. While 
observing the rhythm in reading a poem, the teacher should avoid 
a sing-song tone, or a monotonous beat and read the poem as he 
would read normal English sentences, The secret of reading 
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English poetry aloud is to give the long syllables ample length, 
and to give natural pauses full value, 

When reading is over, comprehension questions can be asked 
not for language practice, but in order for the teacher to make 
sure that the pupils have really followed the sense of the poem 
The attention of the pupils should be drawn to any archaic or purely 
poetic expressions, so that the pupils may not mix them up with 
present day English usage 


As the last step, some pupils can be asked to read paits of the 
poem aloud. They should be encouraged to learn poems by heart 
and repeat them in the classroom, choosing and memousing the 
ones they like best.
